April 4.—Five 
burglars clad in drcEs suits, entered the 
Whitinsville saviogs bank at about 1:30 
o'clock this morning, blew open one 
safe and attempted to force another, 
but were only able to sceureflOO. 
Before entering the bank the men at 
the muzzel of revolvers, over powered 
Joseph Beuregard, watchman, at the 
Whitinsville mills and at the bank, 
which is near the mills, bound and 
gagged and put him in an outhouse, 
where he was discovered at about 6:30 
o'clock. 


After robbing the bank the burglars 
stole a horse and carriage from the mill 
barn and started to escape, but the 
horse ran away and the wagon was de- 
molished by striking a telegraph pole. 
The burglars evidently escaped unin- 
jured and walking to the barn of a Mr. 
Sprague, in Douglass, they broke in, 
took his horse and carriage and drove 
away. 
No further trace of them can 
be found. The directors of the bank 
held a meeting this morning and of- 
fered a reward of 15,000 for the appre- 
hension of the burglars.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 4.—A spe- 
cial from Crokston says that Col. A. F. 
NaflP, the United States inspector who 
was reported drowned yesterday on the 
Canadian boundary, has returned to 
that city. 
All the psrtV broke through 
the ice in Bainey river and, with ihe 
exception oi Naff and the 
United 
States 
deputy 
marshal, 
all 
were 
drowned. 
Those two managed to es- 
cape and secured horses on which they 
reached civilization. 


The trip up the river is said to have 
involved a hard 450 miles' drive. 
For 
many years the extensive organised 
theft of pine and other timber on the 
American side of Bainey river, which 
forms a portion of the Minnesota and 
Canadian boundary line, and the sale 
of this timber to Canadians across the 
line has been a source of profit to the 
depredators and vexation to the general 
land ofiSce. The scheme of the stealers 
is to establish camps on the American 
side and float the log piles down past 
the border. 


Numerous attempts have been made 
by the land office to effect the capture 
of the guilty parties. 
Three special 
agents and assistants made a thorough 
and persistent effort to find the men 
several years ago and individual agents 
have had gnneral instructions looking 
to this end all along 


.This was the case with Colonel Naff, 
who was ordered last summer by Com 
missioner Lamoreux to investigate the 
matter when feasable.

would employ none but Fort Wayne 
men so far as it was possible to do so 
Mr. Moynihan said that Mr. Childs 
was present at the meeting and he 
would like to have him heard on the 
subject 


Mr. Childs was called upon and re- 
sponded 
He stated that not a man, 
but the five expert foremen, had been 
brcusht frbm abroad; that 129 men 
were employed, and everyone of them 
so far as be knew was from the city; 
that out of nineteen foremen, fourteen 
were from Fort Wayne; that out of 
forty-six teams, only thirteen belonged 
to the company. 
He said that no men 
had been discharged, and that while 
some teams had been laid off pending 
the arrival of material and owing to 
the condition of the weather, none had 
been discharged. 


Mr. Childs stated that there would 
not only be employment for all the 
teams and all the men in the city bill- 
ing to work on the SwUt farm improte- 
ment, but he invited the meeting to 
constitute itself a committee to employ 
t^e labor for him. He urged the meet- 
ing to appoint ra committee of labor 
and business men to investigate ihe 
charges made against his company and 
had data and facts and the names of 
the men employed to submit to them 
for the most searching inquiry. 


C. L. Drummond made a speech in 
which he moved that a committee of 
seven be appointed from those present 
at the meeting who should select an- 
other committee of seven representative 
business men and the two committees 
should make a personal investigation of 
the charges and report through the 
newspapers. 
Mr. Drummond took the 
ground that it would be wrong for the 
company to import labor, and when he 
asked Mr. Childs if he would instruct 
his foremen to employ Fort Wayne 
men, Mr. Childs answered that he had 
already given his foremen such instruc- 
tions. 
George Jaap, James Beilly. Mr. 
Griffith and others spoke. M. E Burns 
and S, C. Moffat made speeches adver- 
tising the Post. 


Mr. Bdker announced the committee 
as follows: C. F. Baker. C. L. Drum 
mond, George Jaap, Fred Kyle, George 
R. Hench, George W. Amss and W. 
H. Baboock. 
It was then unanimously 
decided to request Hon. J. B. White 
to head the committee of business 
men. 
This committee will get to work 
at once and will make a perfectly 
impartial report upon the truth or 
falsity of the charges made against the 
company. 


As the meeting closed Secretary 
Frevey, of the Associated Charities, 
arose and made a short talk, in which 
he stated that the Associated Charities 
had secured a lot of land just west of 
the city which would be let out in 
small parcels to unemployed working- 
men for the purpose of raising potatoes 
and other vegetables during the sum 
mer for the next winter.

A SOCIALIST CANDIDATE. 


Charles H. Matchett May Bun For Presi- 
dent. 


The man who will probably head the 
national ticket of the Socialist-Labor 
party in the coming presidential cam- 
paign is Charles H. Matchett of Brook- 
lyn. 
His name may be unfamiliar to 
the average reader, but he has neverthe- 
less been a prominent leader in his 
party, having 
been a candidate 
for 
mayor of Brooklyn, for governor of New 
York state and for vice president of the 
United States. 


Mr. Matchett is 45 years old. He is a 
master carpenter and well to do as an 
artisan. 
He is employed by a telephone 
company, and says that if he were nom- 
inated he would not have time to go 
aroqnd the country making speeches, 
but would have to stick to his work. He 
says <hat- he would probably accept the 
nomination, as he would consider it an 
honor from a party which he expects 
will some day be in power. 


When he ran for mayor of Brooklyn, 
Mr. Matchett received 4,646 votes, while 
at the,-previous election the Socialist- 
Labor party polled 2,900 votes. In 1892, 
when he was second on the presidential

ticket, headed by Samuel Wing of Mas- 
sachusetts, his party cast 21,164 vo'tes. 
Of that number 17,676 votes were from 
New York state. 


As a possible presidential candidate 
Mr, Matchett's views may be interest- 
ing. 
"Year by year," he says, "we are 
growing stronger. 
We don't take inter- 
est in protection, free trade, gold or sil- 
ver. We regard such theories as political 
playthings. 
Our present labor system 
is eminently unjust, and the secret of 
the hard times is that workingmen pro- 
duce material at wages so small that 
they are unable to buy back the same 
products after an unjust profit has been 
fittached to the price. 
This talk of war 
and patriotism is all nonsense. All men 
should be brothers." 


Mr. Matchett says that his party will 
make as vigorous a campaign as possible 
with the limited fund at its disposal, 
and that there will be speeches and the 
distribution of Socialist-Labor literaturo 
IS usuaL 


THEY BELIEVE IN PRAYER.

THE WARLIKE MAHDi 


CAREER AND CHARACTER OF KHA- 
LIFA ABDULLAH. 


He Has Been In the SXahdi Business Since 


the Death of His Uncle, the Original 
Moslem Prophet Who Waged the lASt 
Sudanese War. 


Khalifa Abdullah, who has proclaimed 
jehad, or holy war, against the Egyptians, 
is tho ruler of the fierce trüies who inhabit 
the Sudan and who arc *nown by the 
general name of Mahdists. 
Like tho khe- 
dive and the sultan he is not only at the 
head of the government, but of the church 
also, 
Tho Mahdists are only a sect of the 
Mohammedans, but while the latter be- 
lieve that Mohammefl is yet to come the 
former think ho has already appeared in 
the person of the Iste Mahdi, who drove 
out the unbelievers and freed the Sudan 
from the Egyptian yoke. 


Up to 1883 Egypt was In full control of 
the Sudan. 
In that year, however, a re- 
volt occurred in Sgypt which was sup- 
pressed with some difficulty by the aid of 
the British. This stizred up the Sudanese. 
They had galled under the Egyptian yoke 
for years, venting their unrest by an occa- 
Bional foray among themselves. 
Their 
slave trading tendencies had been kept 
down, and their country had been invaded 
by foreign traders of all nations. 
They 
were spoiling for a light of some kind. 


At this critical juncture there arose a 
man who proclaimed himself the long 
looked for prophet. 
He was a low born 
Dongowali of the name of Mohammed Ah- 
med. 
At first even his own tribesmen 
laughed at his pretensions, but he found 
some followers who insisted that ho was 
El Mahdi, 
To carry out his design he be- 
came a recluse, and by dint of patient 
waiting and cunning maneuvering ho 
obtained a good deal of local fame as a 
holy man. 
Then he began to criticise the 
leaders of his sect for departing from 
some of the injunctions of the prophet. 
To the ignorant classes this looked indeed 
as if he must bo of divine descent. 
The 
story of his defiance and stern opposition 
to the degeneracy of the times soon spread 
among the neighboring tribes, and his 
name was mado a synonym for piety. 


Then Ahmed bloomed out as a full 
fledged prophet. 
He had visions, worked 
miracles with the aid of a few obliging 
friends and pretended to hold long talks 
with Mohammed. His next step was to be- 
gin communication with the leaders of the 
dissatisfied tribes throughout the Sudan. 
When they had been stirred up to tho 
proper pitch, tho revolt came, and tho 
Arabs swarmed 
into Khartum, killed 
Gordon and 4,000 inhabitants of tho city. 


KHALIFA ABDULLAH, 
sacked and pillaged to their hearts' con- 
tent and in their gratitude declared that 
Ahmed was El Mahdi, son of Mohammed 
and the ruler of tho world. 


The Mahdi selected as his right hand 
man his nephew Abdullah, whom he cre- 
ated caliph. 
Then ho set about to build 
himself a capital. Ho selected as a site the 
little village of Omdurman, on the oppo- 
site bank of the Nile from Khartum, 
which had been almost destroyed by the 
Mahdists. 


In order to strengthen his army he sent 
out word to tho chiefs of ail the tribes to 
come to Khartum with all their lighting 
men and enroll themselves under the green 
banner, incidentally mentioning that they 
might help themselves to anything they 
needed on their way there and promising 
them a good time when they did arrive. 
By such moans he soon collected an army 
of over 50,000. 


About this time the Mahdi's head was 
badly "swelled." 
Ho announced that he 
was about to set out on an expedition to 
conquer tho world. 
He sent word to the 
khédive and to the sultan at Constanti- 
nople that, having been recognized as the 
true prophet, he was coming to their capi- 
tals to assume his holy office. Ho also sent 
word to Queen Victoria and other Euro- 
pean rulers of his intended trip and called 
upon them to surrender without further 
notice. 
Queen Victoria laughed at the 
message, but the sultan was badly scared 
and sent a frantic message to England 
calling for help. The khedive was equally 
frightened, and the Mohammedan world 
was i»nic stricken for a few months. 


But soon after this the Mahdi died, hav- 
ing fallen a victim to typhus fever, which 
found him an easy prey on account of his 
debauchery. When he was about to die, he 
transferred all Iiis authority to Abdullah, 
who has ruled in tho Sudan over since. 


Abdullah called in all the wandering 
tribes to sti'ongthcn his army and make 
socuro his rule over the tribes who might 
have regretted tho change of affairs sinoe 
tho Egyptian rule liad been thrown off. 
Ho kept at the head of his army the re- 
ifloubtable Osman Digna, and /or 10 years 
Ûhe Sudan has been in a state of con- 
stant ferment. 


Exactly what has taken place there has 
been recently told by Slatin Pasha, an 
Austrian who for 13 years had boon held 
in slavery at tho camp of the caliph, 
Sla- 
tin was captured during the first Sudan 
campaign and escaped death only by an- 
nouncing himself as a Mahdist and ac- 
knowledging the Mahdi as tho prophet. 
Ho witnessed the woeful effect that tho 
rule of the degraded and debauched khalifa 
has had on tho country and has seen tho 
ravagc.s of cpidomics which have swept 
away 75 per cent of tho inhabitants. 


Only a year ago Slatin escaped. 
He 
went to Vienna, where he piil>lished a 
book recently telling of his adventures. 
Today ho is with tho British-Egyptian ex- 
pedition that is marching against the 
Mahdists. 
Ho is probably tho most dan- 
gerous enemy that the khalifa hus in all 
that ho.-it, for ho not only knows tho weak 
points of tho despot of the desert, but ho is 
spurred on to take advautago of thorn by 
an iniplacablo hatred. 
Ho is crossing tho 
desert again with the hope that some day 
ho -îs-ill enter Omdurman at the head of a 
victorious army and cross swords with the 
Syrant who for a dozen years loaded him 
with cJiains and insults.

Although Ballington Booth is meeting 
with much success in organizing his array 
of Salvation Army secessionists, he has 
already discovered that tho path of the pa- 
triot, even though he be successful, is not 
always strewn with roses. 


The commander, after deciding to cut 
loose from the British organization which 
his father founded and rules with a despot's 
rod, went ahead to organize an army of 
his own by selecting a name and choos- 
ing a uniform for his soldiers, both differ- 
ent from that of the old Salvation Army, 
He has ended by changing both the name 
and the uniform, 
Tho name he himself 
decided to alter, 
God's American Volun- 
teers was what ho at first planned to have 
his organization called, but he afterward 
chopped this down to tho American Vol- 
unteers, and the prospect is that the army 
will be known by the shorter title of the 
Volunteers, 


Then there were the uniforms. 
He 
wanted them to be different from those 
that the old Army members were wearing, 
so in an offhand manner he decided that 
his "blood and fire" warriors should be 
attired in brown. 


When this was announced to the lassies, 
there was an Immediate revolt. 


Now there are somo very pretty young 
women among the ex-Salvationists. 
The 
casual observer might have thought that 
those sober looking, serious faces framed 
in dark blue poke bonnets never gave 
their owners tho 
slightest cause 
for 
thought. 
Unmistakably the old bonnets 
were becoming in spite of their variance 
with the prevalent styles. 
Even plain 
features lost some of their lack of regular- 
ity and gained an attractiveness. It seems 
that this fact was not wholly lost on the

FATHER OF HOMEOPATHY." 


The Centenary of Samuel Hahnemann's 
Birth Soon to Be Celebrated. 


One hundred years ago there was born, 
on April 10, in Meissen, Saxony, Samuel 
Christian Frederick Hahnemann, who be- 
came famous as tho father of tho school of 
homeopathy. 
Tho centenary of his birth 
is to be observed in this country at various 
places with appropriate exercises on tho 
above date. At the ago of 20 Hahnemann 
went to Leipsic, where ho began tho study 
of medicine. 
Ho was a hard worker and 
devoted his leisure hours to teaching for- 
eign languages and translating foreign 
xaedical works into Gorman. 
Iti^waa hij 


habit to sleep only every other nignt that 
he might have more time for work. 
In 
1777 lie removed to Vienna and later to 
Dresden, where he acquired a wide reputa- 
tion as a lihysician and a writer of medical 
works. 


At the age of 34 he decided that the sys- 
tem under which he was working was rad- 
ically wrong, so he gave up his lucrative 
practice and returned to Leipsic to study 
and experiment. 
It was there that he 
adopted tho theory of "Like cures like. 


SAMUEL HAffiiEMAKK. 
wnicn IS tne grounawors on wnicn rests 
the whole homeopathic system. 
After 
fully testing the principle by trying the 
effect of various drugs on himself, and aft- 
er collecting a great mass of statistics, he 
announced his theory to the world. 
His 
suggestions were received with indiffer- 
ence or ridicule, and during the next 15 
years he was the object of ceaseless attacks 
from those who were opposed to innova- 
tions. 
During this period he published 
several books expounding the principle. 
His last one, in which he reduced his the- 
ory to a system, created a great sensation 
in Germany, and for a dozen years a bitter 
warfare was waged between the old and 
the new schools. 


Finally he conquered most of the oppo- 
sition, and his system was widely accepted. 
His own success in practice bad much to 
do in gaining for him this victory. 
Be- 
fore he died—in Paris, in 1843—he had 
become the most famous physician of the 
age, and his system was rapidly being in- 
troduced into all parts of Europe. 
A 
statue was erected in his honor by the 
homeopathic physicians at Leipsic in 1851 
and another one at Berlin four years later. 
His books are to bo found today in every 
medical library in the world, and the an- 
niversary of his birthday will be generally 
observed.

General Baldlssera Will Austin Try His

General Antonio Baldlssera, who has re- 
placed General Baratieri in command of 
the Italian forces in Africa, has much the 
same reputation in tho Red sea province 
which Italy is striving so desperately to 
retain as docs Weyler, "tho Butcher," in 
Caba. 
LikeWeylcrhe has served before

in the country where trouble now exists 
and like him he was successful. But Gen- 
eral Baldissera was recalled in disgrace 
from Tigre. 


The occasion was the exposure of what 
were known as the Livraghi scandals. 
Livraghi was a captain in the Italian 
army and had a custom of murdering rich 
citizens of Massaua, the capital city of 
the province, and oi confiscating their 
property, which last he duly divided up 
with the generals who winked at and oven 
assisted in the crimes. Livraghi was found 
out, but on his trial he told so many un- 
pleasant things about his superior officers 
that instead of being executed, as he richly 
deserved, he was given a sum of money 
and told to take himself to distant lands, 
which ho promptly did. 
General Baldis- 
sera was recalled and the only punishment 
ho received for encouraging a villain who 
confessed that ho had murdered no less 
than 1,400 prominent citizens was being 
recalled and temporarily put on half pay. 


General Baldissera has had a romantic 
life. As an infant he was found on a door- 
step by the archbishop of Udine, Austria. 
He was adopted by the Empress Marianne, 
who secured for him the title of count. He 
received a military education at an impe- 
rial school and served with great distinc- 
tion in the war against Italy. 
Twice he 
was decorated and promoted on tho battle- 
field for valorous conduct. 
When his na- 
tive province of Venetia was handed over 
to Italy at the closo of the war, he trans- 
ferred his alliance to the king of Italy, 
being appointed to a similar rank in the 
Italian army as that which ha held in the 
Austrian. 
He was promoted to colonel 
and later was mado a staff officer. Ho was 
then mado military governor of Tigre and 
succeeded in protecting tho frontier against 
King Menelek, who has recently delivered 
>uch a crushing defeat to General Baratieri, 
Kow he faces Menelek again.

Perhaps Schulze's basest crime was his 
first one, which has just boen found out. 
Over 15 years ago ha robbed the Oregon 
and California railway of 125,000 and 
charged the embezzlement to his assistant, 
an old man who died in Portland in 1880. 
Not only was that honest man's character 
blackened after death, but his wife and 
family were made destitute, for the cor- 
poration sued his estate and recovered the 
full amount, while Sohulze smiled blandly 
and was shortly promoted by Henry Vil 
lard to a high position in the Northern 
Pacific. 


What did Schulze do with this money? 
He spent part of it on wine, women and 
riotous living. 
Some of it, it is claimed, 
went to Miss Marie Wainwright, the ac- 
tress, to whom he was engaged to be mar- 
ried. 
The rest is explain^ by the current 
phrase that "herobbed Peter to pay Paul." 
Sohuizo had no fortune of his own, yet he 
invested fortunes in a number of the en- 
terprises named. He robbed the Northern 
Pacific to buy the Tacoma street railwaya 
He robbed both to put money into his irri- 
gation enterprise. 
He robbed, them all to 
sink money in certain town site schemes 
and to get money for fast living. 


He always lived beyond his salary. 
Ap- 
parently he was a prince—a man whose 
income was unlimited, a man who could 
build railways, own newspapers, reward 
his friends and punish his enemies—In 
short, a man who was cutting a wide 
swath in the business world and who ex- 
pected that eventually bis name would be 
placed alongside that of a Vanderhllt, an 
Astor, a Gould or a Rockefeller In the list 
of men who had conquered the material 
resources of tho country and made them- 
selves multimillionaires 
in 
so doing. 
Such, in fact, was Schulze's objcct. Born 
of aristocratic Prussian parentage, coming 
to this country when 20 years old, strug- 
gling for a start, finally obtaining place 
and power through Henry Villard, his 
countryman, he desired to control, develop, 
build up tho northwest, to become to it 
what Cornelius Vanderhllt was to New 
York, and finally, when he had a large 
permanent income, to live in London and 
bo known as one of the great financiers of 
the ago. 


In April, 
1895, Land Commissione 
Phipps of the Northern Pacific had ob

tained an inkling that Schulze's dealings 
were not altogether straight. 
He investi- 
gated and called fo|^chulze's resignation. 
It was received April 10, and on April 13 
Schulze shot himself. 


The entire northwest was shocked. The 
cause of the act was a mystery. 
His fu- 
neral was an imposing one. 
The highest 
Dilicials of tho Northern Paciflo were pall- 
bearers, and a wealth of flowers surround- 
ed his casKet. 
iNorvous uepressjcn and 
worry were assigned a^ reasons for the sui- 
cide. 


A few weeks ago, while Miss Marie 
Wainwright was playing an engagement 
at the Tacoma theater, a mass of beautiful 
and expensive flowers wore laid upon 
Schuliic's grave in tho Tacoma cemetery, 
Thoy were placed there by Miss Wain- 
Wright, who drove out In a carriage to 
visit the last resting place of the man she 
had cxpected to marry some day. 
She 
shed tears over his grave and thought it 
strange that ho who had been the foremost 
man in Tacoma when she knew him there 
should not bo remembered by the erection 
of a fitting monument over his grave. 


Miss Wainwright spent tho summer of 
1895 in Tacomg, and her life was o con- 


tinual ronna or gayety. 
bhe ana iSchuiza 
were 
almost 
inseparable 
companions. 
They dined, drove and went boating to- 
gether almost daily. 
The finest carriage 
team In town was at her disposal. 
So 
also was his naphtha yacht. 
They made 
up boating parties and went out several 
times a week, afternoons and moonllsht 
evenings. 
He entertained in her honor,. 
and Miss Wainwright returned tho compli- 
ment. 
Parties at her home were fre- 
quent, and Schulze was the guest of hon- 
or. 
Her daughters, who were with her, 
took great delight in this gay company, 
several of his young friends being vary at- 
tentive to them. 


The elite of the city attended the partlea 
given by MJas Wainwright and Schulze. 


The following spring Schulze obtained 
a divorce, on tho ground «f incompatibil- 
ity, from his wife, whom he had married 
in 1876 at Portland.. In a few months his 
engagement to, Mira Wainwright was an- 
nounced, but the marriage was postponed 
on acbount of his financial difficultifls. 


To those who did not know Schulze It 
seems very strange that his daily associ- 
ates did not leam of his orookedness. . To 
intimate acquaintances it is not surpris- 
ing. 
Schulze w ^ haughty, proud, nerv- 
ous and overbearing when crossed to a re- 
markable degreel 
S a y B w o ^ in opposi- 
tion to him, iind he would pace the floor, 
waving his bands, pulling them through 
his hair and sweturing like a trooper. 
Yet 
he was a brainy maur fnll of Are and en- 
thusiasm. He had an oily t o o ^ e and su- 
perb self respect. When ho ar- ;.-d, he car- 
ried everything before him.

roMlbiU^ That Tbey May Soon Be BCaUed 
For .ïlwt Price. 


Bepresentative Xioud, chairman of the 
bouse committee on postofiBces, seems 
confident that he will pass his bill re- 
ducing postage OQ all newspapers to 1 
cent. 
Of course publishers'rates aro 
much lesis than. that now, but other« 
who mail newspapers have to pay con- 
siderably more, ^ d especially since the 
big Sunday issues have coxae in vogue. 


The poscofSoe department is fighting 
the reduction, as it has opposed every 
postal reduction whiob has ever been 
offered or adopted. 
Twenty-five years 
ago Senator Sumner of Massachusetts 
worked hard for thë passage of a uni- 
versal postage rate of 1 cent for all let- 
ters and all newspapers. 
The depart- 
ment very promptly ftmiished statistics 
showing that the government wonld 
lose money by the reduction. 


Somehow thé fight in favor of reduc- 
tion of iK}stage on newspapers was not 
kept up, but that for letters was per- 
sisted in, resulting finally in a reduc- 
tion to the present rate of 2 cents. 
It 
has been ascertained, notwithstanding 
the opposition of the department, that 
the reduced rata paid and paid hand- 
somely, as it increased tremendoasly the 
number of letters sent. 


It is contended by the postoflBce com- 
mittee that the 1 cent rate will pay for 
carrying newspapers, it matters not how 
large they are. and that it will be the 
means of increasing circulation, as it 
will afford a chance for thousands to re- 
mail them after reading.—Chicago Beo- 
ord.

When we are having but one lesson in 
Kich chapter, it seems a pit}' to pa.ss a 
chapter by, but a.s tho Resurrection is tho 
greate.st topic in Scripture, including all 
others, we feel led to cliooso the Easter les- 
son. If any prefer chapter xiii—fail not to 
notice the corruption suggested by tho 
heaven, and tho Itypocri.sy wiiicli shall iu 
due time liitd its homo where there is 
weeping and giuishing of tectJi. 
Bcforo 
the door is shut let all enter who will by 
truly receiving Him in whom 
alone is sal- 
vation. 


1. "They came unto the sepulcher, 
bringing tho spices which they iiad pre- 
pared." 
In Mark xvi, 1, wo find that ib 
was two of the Marys and Salome who did 
this. 
Verse 10 of our lesson mentions 
some others. Their service was truly a lov- 
ing one, bnt it was not a work of faitli, 
and therefore in a measure fruitless, iov 
"without ftiith it is impo.ssiblo to ploaso 
Him" (Hob. si, 6). The order in I 'Thcss. 
1, 3 is "Work of faith, labor of love, jia- 
tience of hope." 
If wo keep God's order 
in our service, all will be well. 


3. "And they found the stone rolled 
away from tho sepulcher." 
Mark xvi, ¡3, 
says that thoy talked among themselves as 
to who should roll aw^iy tho stone from 
the sepulcher; for Mark xv, 46, 47, says 
that they sa'i? the burial of His body and 
the stone rolled unto the door of tho sepul- 
cher. The apparent or real difQculties will 
vanish as wo move on in lovo to Him con- 
strained by His love to iis. 
These women 
were ready to minister at His death, bub 
they had also ministered to Him iu His 
life (Mark xv, 40, 41). 


8. "And thoy entered in and fotind not 
the body of the Lord Jesus." 
Thoy were 
looking for a wrong thing in a wrong 
place through lack of knowledge bocauso 
of lack of faith. 
They were as unsuccc^s.s- 
ful as were tho people who looked for th.e 
body of Enoch or the 50 men who looked 
three days for the body of Elijah (Hob. xi, 
5; II Kings, ii, 17). 
There will bo some 
more unsuccessful searchers some of these 
days when all the dead in Christ shrill 
have left their graves and tho living saints 
shall have been caught up with them to 
meet the Lord in the air (I Cor. xv, 23, 51, 
53; I Thess. iv, 16-lS). 


4. "Behold two men stood by them in 
shining garments." 
From tlio story c-f 
the angels who came with tilio Lord to 
visit &.braham (Gen. xviii, 2, 22; xis, 1), 
all tli,< way through tho Scriptures they 
are alvvnys spoken of as men and never a^ 
women. Tonly mention this to dhow how 
unscriptural aro our pictures oE angel.s. 
Heb. i, 14, is very comforting comcerning 
tho ministry of angels, and Ps. ciii, 20, 
21, is very inspiring, making us long to 
bo like them in service and in obodienco. 


5. ""Why .seek ye the living among tlie 
dead?" For " the living" tho margin says, 
"Him that liveth." 
The previous vorse 
says thoy were much perplexed, and noW 
we read that they wore afmid and bowod 
down to the earth. 
Unbelief always pro- 
duces the.se things, while joy and peace 
come by believing (Rom. xv, 13). 
Our 
departed friends who havo died in Christ 
aro alive aud well, although their bodie.s 
rest in the grave. They aro "with Christ," 
"present with tho Lord," and it is a very 
weak faith or no faith that clings to the 
tomb as if they were there, 


6. "He is not here, but is risen; remem- 
ber how Ho spako unto you when Ho wa^i 
yet in Galilee." 
Tho words of the Lord 
are very plain word.s, easily understood id 
simply believed, for "Through faitli wn 
understand" (Heb. si, 3). As to both law 
and prophecy being very plain, see Deut. 
xxvii, 8; Hab. ii, 2. 
Now wo cannot re- 
member tho words of the Lord if we havo 
not received them, if we have not laid 
them up in our hearts. 


7. "The Son of Man must bo delivered 
into the hands of sinful men and be cruci- 
fied and the third da3'rise again," Ho had 
said just these words to them over and 
over again (Mntii. xvi, yi; xvii, 23; xx, 
19), and He had meant just what Ho said, 
and ib had all come to pass exactly as Ho 
had said, so that their whole difiiculty was 
that they had failed to take Him at His 
word. 


8. "And they remembered His words." 
So we, in the morning of His coming 
again, will remember His words and suo 
everything fulillled exactly as it is writ- 
ten. 
Wo woulil therefore do well to re- 
member them now and hold them fast and 
be ever saying for our own encouragement 
and for tho cucouragcmcnt of others, "Bo 
of good cheer, for I believe God that it 
shall be oven as it was told me.''

ALL FRANCE WAS AT HEß FEET. 


The Most liamarlcable Adventurciis In 
History—Tho rorenacst Men of the Time 
AcUnowledgod 
Her ChariuB, and X.a 
liochefoucauld, Voltaire and 
Moliere 
Were Among- IJer Admirers. 


Kiiion do L'Enclos was not only the mo-st 
noted woman of her day, but so peculiar 
were her characteiistics and so remark.ible 
her lifo that tho impartial historian is com- 
pelled to give her a foremost rank among 
the most famctts of her sex and to ass.ign 
her a leading position among tho most 
powerful factors that iulluouce thu destiny 
of tho race. 


Although the exact date of her birth is 
not certain, thero is no doubt that Ninon 
do L'jKucIos was born near Paris in tho 
spi'ing of ]6Io. 


Tlio mothca- of Xinon de L'Enclos came 
of good family. 
8ho had one undo a 
bishop a::d another a .iiulge. 
From the 
ago of 12 thy ambition of this woman was

not. only a model wife aud mother, but she 
was tho most pious and ascetic woman of 
her day outside a convcnt, anil men like 
Voltairo havo iioldly a.sscrted that it was 
this peculiarity of tho i.iother that pro- 
du<;cd reaction in thn daughter and made 
her one of the most riotoricaisly attractive 
aud corrupt wonun in history. 


Eut de.spito th.e si)];h;stiii s of tho bril- 
liant Prendi ]jhilos<.»i;iejr, it is now well 
iindtTstood tiiat Ninon's fatlicr, (.Colonel do 
L'Enclos, was thu one person v.'ho sliajied 
the life of this woman, though, in doingso, 
he found no ojiposi ng or refiactory material 
to liti nianipiiiated.

Bright, brilliant, cultured and fascinat- 
ing, thero was no single man in the kiug- 
d.nn whom she could not havo married at 
this time, had sho been .so di.sposcd, but 
dispassionately, deliberately and without 
tho glamotu'of social seduction or tlie temp- 
tations that pre.ss virtue iti want, sho made 
up her mind to play th^ rolo of advcntur- 
es.s, and to market gifts that might have 
mado her il model in her own time and the 
glory of her sex through succeeding ages. 
As soon as her career began, in 1631, all 
gay Paris was at her feet. 
She became 
the queen of pleasure and tho godde.ss of 
joyous dissipation. 
Among her first vic- 
tims was tJie famous Giispard do Coligni, 
the foreniost soldier and statesman of his 
time, and Jio was soon succeeded by the 
equally noted Comto do Chatillon, 


Not tho least remarkable thing in tha 
record of this wonderful adventuress is 
the fact of Jier temporary fidelity. 
With 
countless lovers, sho never îittomptcd an 
amorous intrigue, never had more than 
one at a time, and to him sho was as loyal 
as ft virtuous womiin, and she was tho first 
to tell him of a change in her fealty. 


When Ninon was 18 it is siiid her good, 
pious mother died of a broken heart. 
.She 
showed not tho slightest evidence of grief 
at bor mother's death; indeed, sho bccamo 
the founder of tho unemotional school, of 
which sho was herself tho first exponent 
and best illustration. 


Sho fitted up a houso which the inher- 
itance from her parents could not have sup- 
ported for a year, though quite sufliicient 
for tlio wants of an ordijuiry life; and 
Ninon'.s sah)n was but liitlo less notetl 
than that of tlio court, with iho difi'ereuce 
that to her abode men. and women too, 
caiiio, certain ot pleasure, aiuj teeiing tnat 
they were favored beyond tiio favorites of 
tho king. 


Her residonco iiecamo Icnown as a '-pal- 
ace" ami her gatherings as "court recep- 
tions," and to tho latter flockcd not only 
tiio foremost men of Prance but of tho civ- 
ilized world. 


Ninon bad a loathing for handsome fops, 
and tJiougJi 
thcso worsiiipcd her, siio 
would not jiermit an introduction, 
" I 
want intellects, not animals, " siio s;iid to 
Saint iAreniond. "At he;irt I hate men— 
hate tho world, !tut thougii a man of dar- 
ing and talent were ugly as our priests 
p.iin»} the devil, I cotdtl down on my knees 
and worsliip him. 
And if he were pre- 
oniin(;ntIy brilliant, J would kii=s his feet 
or let him lay them on my neck, ruid feel 
that deatJi in such association would bo 
ghu-y." 


Ninon was phenomenal, not only in her 
worship of intellect, IniC in her utter Vv'ant 
of maternal alToction. 
Bi;i\;ro she was ro 
bIio had tw.j sons, but sho left their oaro to 
their fathers, nor even showed tho letvst 
desire to see them again. 
This want of 
natural instinct eventually led to one of 
tho mo.st tragic events of her life, one of 
tl:o most tra.gic events, indeed, in the lii'u 
of any rnoti;er. 


Before Niiiou was 30 tho Marquis de 
Yillarceaux, 
Marquis do Sevigne 
and 
tho Marquis de Gersay, tho great Conde's 
lirsu lieutemint, wuro among her slaves 
and worshijiers. 
The 
fauious Due de 
La P.ochefoucauld, Marshal do AHiret aitd 
^Marshal d'Estrees were lier military idols. 
Even the charcli contrii;uied its sliaru of 
ardent .-idmiiers, (diief eanong v>hoju were 
tlic Aiji)i:ys d'Effiat, Guur\ille aud Le 
Ciuuure. 


An ide.a cf this woman's culture aud 
eriiieal atiilivy ma.y be inferred from the 
well kiHJwn fact tJaat La h'o'. hefoucauld, 
witli no thought of Ihitlering l:er, con- 
sulted iier as lo liis famous "^tlaxims, •• 
and iie h.ad tlu; manhood to confess that 
Ninon licver .-uguestiil a ciauigu that ciid 
not. mean an iniprtiveinent.

A submarine sliip, unlike any other 
vessel tver pltuined, is building not fur 
from New York city. 
Althuii^'b it will 
bo able to sink any battleéhip afloat, 
such will iu)t be its prey. 
Tho va.st 
wealth at the bottom of tho sea, hither- 
to regarded u.s lost to the world, the 
treasures eutombod iu sunken wrecks, 
theso will bo the quim-y of this unique 
craft. 


No part of the sea will bo iiiacce.ssible. 
The ship will be able to prowl aud roam 
over all of old ocean's bed, picking np 
here aud there the stupeudon.s fortunes 
that are known to be iu Neptune's keep- 
ing. 
The owner of the submarine bout 
is confident of 
recoveriug 
euormoos 
wealth iu a short time. 


The length of tho vessel over all is 80 
feet. The beam is 1-1 feet. 
Wheu fnlly 
submerged, the ship's displacomeut will 
be about 180 tons. 


The surface buoyancy is overcome by 
nieaus of hea"vy weights attached to long 
wire cables connected with drama at 
either end of the vessel. 
By the opera- 
tiou of these drums the vessel is drawn 
to the bottom of the sea. 


Traiisver.siug the keel, fore and aft, 
are axles with broad tired wheels. 
By 
adjusting the water ballast in the lower 
compartjueuts the ship may bo made to 
rest lightly on tho bed of the ocean. The 
wheels are connected by gearing to an 
electric motor. 
In this way the ship is 
transformed to a vehicle. 


Because of the pos.sibility of 
finely 
adjusting the ship's weight and buoyan- 
cy, comparatively little power is neces- 
sary to move the hull on -wheels. 


The question of keeping a fresh sup- 
ply of air in the ship has beeu solved by 
a simple pktn. The storage batteries can 
be renewed at will. 


Wheu it is desired to come to the sur- 
face, the drums are reversed, the cables 
unwind, and the ship ascends. Then suf- 
ficient water is pumped out of the com- 
ptu'tments to make it possible lo raise 
the weights to their pockets. 


The coast of the United States is well 
adapted for the use of such submarine 
prowlers, as tho bottom of the ocean for 
a long way out is more ueitrly level tiian 
the pavement of an ordinary street—iu 
fact, having a .slope seaward 
of not 
much more than six feet to the mile 
for a distance of 20 to GO miles. 


Almost the entire distance from Kew- 
iouudland to the I'^lorida keys aud out 
tu the gulf tfreaiu is .suitttblcfor exploi*- 
atiou. 


Thi value of tho gold, silver and pre- 
cious stoues which bave gone to the bot- 
tom ill frhip.-: c:;u .scarcely be computed.

And it came to pass, when the hearts were 
pierry. that they said, call ior Samsou, that ho 
iiiay make us sport.—Judges, xvl., 33. 
: There were 3,000 people assembled in 
the Temple of Dagon. 
They had come 
t o make sport of 
eyeless Sampson. 
'They were all ready ior the entertain- 
ment. 
They began to clap and pound, 
impatient for the amusement to begin, 
a n d they cried: "Fetch him outi fetch 
iliim out!" Yonder I see the blind old 
^Bfiaiit coming, ' lad by the hand of a, 
jcliild into the very midst of the tem- 
jple. 
At his 
first 
appearance 
there 
up a shout of 
laughter 
and 
derision. 
The blind old giant pretends 
lie is tired, and wants to re6t himself 
agaiast the pillars of the house; so he 
says to the lad who leads him.

to be carrying a rich cargo for eternity, 
employing all its men in stopping 
up 
leakages! 
When 
you 
maj% 
t h r o u g h 
the gymnasium, work off your spleen 
and your querulousness and one-half 
of your physical and mental ailments, 
do not t u r n your back upon such a 
grand medicament. 


Still f u r t h e r : 
I commend to you a 
large class of parlor games and recrea- 
tions. 
There is a way of m a k i n g 
our 
homes a hundred-fold more attractive . 
t h a n 
they are now. 
Those 
p a r e n t s 
can iiot expect to keep their 
children 
away from^outside dissipations unless 
they make the domestic circle brighter 
t h a n a n y t h i n g 
they can 
find 
outside 
of it. 
Do not, then, sit in your home 
surly and 
unsympathetic, 
and 
with 
a 
half-condemnatory 
look 
becau.se 
of 
the sportfulness of 
your 
chil- 
dren. 
You were y o u n g 
once your- 
self; let your children be young. 
Be- 
cause your 
eyes are 
dim and 
y o u r 
ankles are stiff, do not denounce sport- 
fulness in those upon Avhose eyes there 
is the first luster, and in whose foot 
there is the bounding joy of robust 
health. 
1 t h a n k God t h a t in our draw- 
ing-rooms and in our parlors there are 
innumerable games aud sports which 
have not upou them the least taint of 
iniquity. 


Light u p all your homes with inno- 
cent hilarities. 
Do not sit clown with 
the rheumatism, wondering how chil- 
dren cau go on so. 
Rather t h a n k (¡od 
t h a t their hearts are so light, and their 
laughter is so free, and their cheeks 
are so ruddy, and t h a t their 
expecta- 
tions are so radiant. 
The night will 
come soon enough, 
and 
the 
heart- 
break, and the pang, and the desola- 
tion—it

Unique f l a n of tlie I'hiiadelphia Mercliant 
to Help His Fellow-JIen. 


A writer in the New York Observer 
describes the unique plan by which 
J o h n Wanamaker, the famous Philadel- 
phia merchant, proposes to assist his 
ielloA\--nien. 


Ex-Postmaster-General and 
Philan- 
thropist J o h n Wanamaker, 
has 
pur- 
chased the old Peabody hotel, NintJi 
street, above Sijruce, Philadelphia, and 
had it remodeled a t a cost of $üO,Oüü. It 
is now the Friendly Inn, with accommo- 
dation for about 150 guests. The rooms 
are cozy and bright, some of them >^ ith 
one, others w i t h two, three, and four 
single beds. 
For a room with only one 
bed, lodgers will be charged "3 cents a 
night. 
In a room with one or more 
others the price is 15 cents. Meals will 
be served, table d'hote a t ten cents for 
breakfast or supper, and 15 cents for 
dinner. 
There is a social parlor which 
will be open for guests during the after- 
noon and evening, with magazines and 
newspapers for free use. 
This is pret- 
tily furnished. There is an employment 
bureau in connection Avith the inn, 310 
charge being made for helxJ rendered 
in procuring work for men. Mr. Wan- 
a m a k e r says t h a t the inn is not a chari- 
ty, nor is it a fountain of religious sym- 
pathy. 
I t does not propose simply to 
nurse a m a n out of his sprees in the liope 
of a permanent cure. It is a dead earn- 
est eñ'ort to be the Good Samaritan icj 
a man on the Jericho road; to light a 
lamp for a man, if jiossible, before he 
has gone to the almost bottomle.ss ])it 
of the slums; to make a sweet, clean, 
jnire, Chri.stian home for him every 
night until he can get a belter one; to 
encourage him l\v Cjirist ian companion- 
ship, and by aids to employmeni, help- 
ing him to be worthy to be received 
again by the .society from whieh by one 
reason or another he i.s a fugitive.

solemn -»varjiing to his yonn%'eounti'v- 
men. And it is a sadly-needed warning. 
Conviviail habits, such as came very 
near wrecking tiie Ohio statesman in 
his youth, are fearfully on the increase. 
The social clubs that are so increasing- 
ly numerous among our young men are 
not conducted on total abstinence prin- 
ciples; quite the opposite. Wine, eigar.H 
and cards are well-nigh universal in 
the.se clubs. Champagne, eiaret, punch 
and other alcoholic beverages are seeii 
more frequently at 
weddings, i-ecep- 
tions and other festivities in private 
houses than they \vere ii fe^v years ago. 
At our watering-place hotels the base- 
ment tirinkitig-rooms are largi'ly pat- 
ronized by young men; 
the 
billiard 
tables and the bars are in close prox- 
imity. 
Let anyone look into the gildeil 
and gorgeous barrooms in .N'ew York 
or Brooklyn on any evening, and the 
swarms of well-dressed young men to 
be seen there would horrify him. 
Tiie 
shabby and ragged young men are to 
be found in the low groggeries, by da\ 
as well as by night. 


The ugly fact is that the state 
of 
things which Mr. Slierman described in 
an 01?io village (SO years ago is coinin;^ 
back again. Endless discussion is going 
on about "license, high or low;" "pro- 
hilution," "limiting the number of s:i- 
loous," etc., and yet all the time 
th.' 
amount of liquor drinking is ffai fidly 
on the increase. 
Of course, the liquoi 
is not furnished gratuitcmsiy. and the 
sale of int*).\ieanls is increasing im- 
mensely. 
And it will go on and incre:ise 
as long a-s good peo])le think and talk 
onlj' about ii(]uor selling, iiml expend 
all their breath iu denouncing the in- 
iquitous "saloon." 
I'arento, 
Sunday- 
school t.eachers and pastors have got to 
learn t h a t xirevention is about as big a 
word as "prohibition," and that ju.st 
a.s long as boys and young men grow up 
with drinking habits licpior will be got 
and will be drunk and will send its vic- 
tims to perdition. 
The .simple reason 
w h y liquor is sold in certain jdaces in 
Yerniont, Maine, Kansas and iu other 
regions 
where 
excellent 
prohibitory 
laws exist is that so many liquor drink- 
ers live in these places, and will get 
their tipple in spite of righteous laws. 
An e-vil demand produces tiie evil sak\ 


Senator Sherman's good mother did

RELIGION ON WHEELS. 


Methodists Journey by Kail to Hear "Syn- 
dicate" Wilson. 


Perhaps the first Sunday excursion 
ever run by a Methodist church was that 
which recently ran over the railroad 
from Albany, with a thousand passen- 
gers, to hear the Rev. "Syndicate" Wil- 
i eon preach the gospel and to help drive 
satan out of Glouster, O. 


Two months ago this evangelist, un- 
known, a Methodist circuit rider from 
a backwoods charge, came down the 
Hocking valley from 
Coolville and 
preached in the schoolhouses by the 
way. 
At the crossing of the country 
roads ho put up big plain lettered plac- 
ards that read: 


•IT IS TIME TO EEaiEMBER YOUR SINS.: 


"Syndicate" Wilson's congregation 
exceeded the capacity of tho room at his 
command. Sunday had been set aside as 
"old soldiers' day." 


Before sunrise the people wer,o com- 
ing oyer the hills to the great gather- 
ing. The Methodists at Albany chartered 
a train, but members of all tho other 
j aenommations went on it. So did the 
I band. 
The pastor of the Methodist 
j church here, the Rev. J. Atkinson, a 
i fine speaker, rode horseback with "Syn- 
dicate" Wilson and met tho Albany ex- 
cursion. 


Two thousand of Glouster's popula- 
tion, a thousand from Albany and a 
hundred from the villages of Sunday 
Creek valley, filled the streets. 
There 
were "halleluiahs!" and shouts of hap- 
piness, and after the churches w'ere 
filled the evangelists talked to a vast 
crowd in the public square. 


At noon the band led the procefision, 
and all the ministers in town walked 
just behind it. 
Next were 150 old sol- 
diers of the cross—some lame and all 
bent. Still farther back were the ribbon 
wearing clubs and in the rear many 
hundreds in solid ranks. 
Choirs sang 
always happy songs, and the band, ev- 
ery member of which has joined the 
church, played only sacred music. 


"Syndicate" Wilson says he is a rep- 
resentative of a kingdom that wants 
emigrants from earth and offers induce- 
ments that cannot be duplicated—an ev- 
erlasting life, freedom from all pain and 
sorrow, eternal joy, a home in para- 
dise. 
"Form a syndicate to secure an 
everlasting home in God's heaven!" is 
his chief plea. 


Probably such scenes were never wit- 
nessed before. 
This unique religious 
parade will, it is believed, destroy the 
evils of Sunday Creek valley and give 
untold hundreds a home in heaven,— 
New York Recorder. 


A BATTLE ABBEY. 


Sonthernera to Erect a r>Ia8enm at the 
National Capital. 


At a meeting of Confederate veter.aDS 
in Washington the other evening steps 
were taken toward securing the location 
of the Confederate Battle abbey at the 
national capital. 


The proposed battle abbey will be on 
a colossal scale and will in all probabil- 
ity involve an expenditure of $750,000 
or more. It is the wish of tho Confed- 
erate Veterans' association to secure its 
location in Washington, not only as a 
southern memorial building, but as one 
of national importance and an especially 
attractive and ornamental feature of the 
city. The work of promoting the en- 
deavor will be ably assi.^tod by the La- 
dies' Southern Relief society. 


Steps are being taken to organize a 
committee of 50, embracing members of 
the two associations and a number oi 
prominent men and women outside of 
th" associations. A committee, composed 
of one member from each state and one 
from the District of Columbia, was ap- 
pointed at the last grand encampment 
of the United Veterans to decide upon 
the location of the memorial building, 
and this committee will do so at the 
coming annual encampment, to be held 
in Richmond in June next. 


The committee of promotion in Wash- 
ington, to be formed through the move- 
ment inaugurated at the recent meeting, 
will solicit subscriptions, to bo devoted 
toward the erection of the building if 
located in Washington. 
The general 
fund, collected through the southern 
camps, amounts already, it is said, to 
over'f200,000.--St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

labor in Fort Wayne, met at the city 
hall last night in answer to a call iasuec 
in THK SENTINEL by C. F. Baker, presi 
dent of tho Trades and Labor council 
for the purpose of investigating the 
reports that the Degnen Construction 
company, who has tho contract for 
building the electric railroad from the 
city to Swilt's park, is employing im 
ported laborers on tho work. The. hall 
was filled. 


Mr. Baker acted as chairman of the 


meeting and George R. flench was 
elected secretary. Mr. Baker slated 
the object of the meeting, and said he 
had been requested to call it by men 
who claimed to have a grievance against 
the company. No one arose to make 
in public the charges which had been 
reported on the streets. A, J. Moyni- 
han, of the Journal, made the first 
speech, in which he took occasion to 
pay a few compliments to the company 
and also to advertise tho Journal. 
He 


detailed an interview which he had 
with Mr. Childs, superintendent of the 
construction company, in which the 
latter assured him that the company 
would employ none but Fort Wayne 
men eo lar as it was possible to do so. 
Mr. Moynihan said that Mr. Childs 
w«s present at the meeting and he 
would like to have him heard on the 
subject 


Mr. Childs was called upon and re- 


sponded 
lie stated that not a man, 


but the five expert foremen, had been 
brought from abroad; that 129 men 
were employed, and everyone of them 
so far as be knew was from the city; 
that out o' nineteen foremen, fourteen 
were from Fort Wayne; that out o> 
forty-six teams, only thirteen belonged 
to the company. Ho said that DO men 
had been discharged, and that while 
some teams hud been laid off pending 
the arrival of material and owing to 
the condition of the weather, none had 
been discharged. 


Mr. Childs stated that there would 


not only be employment for all the 
teams and all tho men in the city will- 
ing to work on tho Swilt farm improve- 
ment, but he invited the meeting to 
constitute itself a committee to employ 
the labor for him. He urged the meet- 
ing to appoint !a committee of labor 
and business men to investigate the 
charges made against his company and 
had data and facts and the names of 
the men employed to submit to them 
for the most searching inquiry. 


C. L. Drummond made a epeech in 


which he moved that a committee of 
seven be appointed from those present 
at the meeting who should select an- 
other committee of seven representative 
business men and the two committees 
should make n personal investigation of 
the charges and report through the 
newspapers. Mr. Drummond took the 
ground that it would be wrong for the 
company to import labor, and when ho 
asked Mr. Childs if ho would instruct 
his foremen to employ Fort Wnyuo 
men, Mr. Childs answered that he had 
already given his foremen such instruc- 
tions. George Jaap, James Reilly, Mr. 
Griffith and others spoke. M. E Burns 
and 8. C. Moffat made speeches adver- 
tising the Post. 


Mr. B.iker announced the committee 


as follows: C. F. Baker, C. L. Drum 
mond, George Jaap, Fred Kyle, George 
R. Hench, George W. Ames and W. 
H. Babcock. It. was then unanimously 
decided to request Hon. J. B. White i 
to head the committee of business 
men. This committee will get to work 
at onco and will make a perfectly 
impartial report upon the truth' or 
falsity of the charges made against the 
company. 


As the meeting closed Secretary 


Prevey, of the Associated Charities, 
arose and made a short talk, in which 
he stated that the Associated Charities 
bad secured a lot of land juet west of 
tbe city which would be let out in 
small parcels to unemployed working- 
men for the purpose of raising potatoes 
and other vegetables during the eum 
mer for the next winter. He suggest- 
ed that the unemployed men be asked 
to accept the ground and make use 
of it.

disposition will change and become 
fierce and unrelenting. The body has 
a powftrful effect upon the soul. 


There are good people whoso ideas of 


Heaven are all shut out with clouds of 
tobacco smoke. There are people who 
dare to shatter the physical vase in 
which God has put His jewel of eter- 
nitr. There are men with great hearts 
and intellects, in bodies worn out by 
their own neglects—magnificent ma- 
chinery, capable of propelling a Ma-

fresh air, more 


sunlight, more of the abandon of. 
field spurts. I cry out for it in behalf 
of the Chureh of Uod as well as in be- 
haH of secular interests. I wish that 
cur ponds and our rivers and our Capi- 
tolinc grounds might be all aquako 
with the heel and the shout of the 
swift skater, I wish that when the 
warm weather comes the graceful oar 
might dip the stream, and the evening- 
tide be resonant with boatmen's son£, 
tho bright prow splitting the crj stal- 
line billow. 


We shall have the smooth and grassy 


lawn, and we will call out people of all 
occupations and professions and ask 
them to join iu the ball-player's sport.

nnd amusements nnd recreations?"—! 
say to such men of the world, "You 
nre greatly mistaken;'' and when I get 
through f will show 'hat those people 
who stay out of the kingdom of God 
have the hardship and self-denials, 
while those, who come in have the joys 
and satisfactions. 


In the name of the King of Heaven 


nnd earth. I serve a writ of ejectment 
upon all the sinful and polluted who 
have squatted on the domain of earthly 
pleasure as though it belonged to 
them, while I claim, in behalf of the 
good and the pure and the true, the 
eternal inheritance which God has 
given them. Hitherto, Christian phi- 
lanthropists, clerical and lay, have 
busied 
themselves 
chiefly 
in de- 


nouncing sinful recreations; but I 
feel we have no right to stand before 
men and women in whose hearts there 
is a desire for recreation amounting, to 
positive necessity, 
denouncing this 


and that and the other thing, when 
we do not propose to give them some- 
thing better. God helping me and 
with reference to my last account, I 
sl^ll enter upon a sphere not usual in 
sermonizing, but a subject which I 
think ought to be presented at this 
time. I propose now to lay before 
you some of the recreations which are 
not only innocent, but positively help- 
ful <ind advantageous. 


Tn the first place, I commend, among 


indoor recreations, music—vocal and 
instrumental. Among the first things 
created was the bird, so that the earth 
might have music at the start. This 
world, which began with, so sweet a 
sen ade, is finally to be demolished 
amiust the ringing blast of the arch- 
angel's trumpet, so that as there was 
music at the start there shall be music 
at the close. 
While this heavenly art 


has often been dragged into the uses of 
superstition and dissipation, we all 
know it may be the means of high 
moral culture. Oh. it is a grand thing 
to have our children brought upamidst 
the sound of cultured voices, and, 
omidst the melody of musical instru-. 
ments. 


There is in this art an indescribable 


fascination for the household. Let all 
those families who have the means to 
afford it, have flute, or harp, or piano, 
or organ. As soon as the hand is large 
enough to compass the. keys, teach it 
how to pick out .the melody. Let our 
young men try this heavenly art upon 
their nature. Those who hare gone 
into it fully have found in it illimit- 
able recreation ai rt amusement. Dark 
days, stormy nights, seasons of sick- 
ness, business disasters will do little 
toward depressing the soul which 
can gallop off over musical keys, or 
soar In jubilant lay. It will cure 
pain. 
It will rest fatigue. H will 


quell passion. It, will revire health. 
It will reclaim dissipation. 
It will 


strengthen the immortal soul. In the 
battle of Waterloo Wellington saw 
that the Highlanders were falling 
oauk. He said: "What i.< the natter 
tbere?"' Be wa* told that th» music 


jestic across the Atlantic, yut fastened 
in a rickety North river propeller. Mar- 
tin Luther was so mighty for (iod, first, 
because he had a noble soul, and sec- 
ondly, because be had a muscular de- 
velopment which would have enabled 
him to thrash any five of his perse- 
cutors, if it had been Christian so to 
do. 
Physical 
development which 


merely shows itself in fabulous lifting, 
or in perilous rope-walking, or in pu- 
gilistic encounter, excites only our 
contempt; but -we confess ty great 
admiration for the man who has a 
great 
soul 
in an 
athletic bod}', 


every 
nerve, muscle and bone of 


which is concentrated to right uses. 
Oh, its seems to me outrageous, that 
men, through ' neglect, should :allow 
their physical health to go down be- 
yond repair—a ship which ought, with 
all sail set and every man at his post- 
to be carrying a rich cargo for eternity, 
employing all its men in stopping up 
leakages! When you may, through 
the gymnasium, work off youi- spleen 
and your querulousness and one-half 
of your physical and mental ailments, 
do not turn your back upon such a 
grand medicament. 


Still further: I commend to yon a 


large class of parlor games and recrea- 
tions. There is a way of. making our 
homes a hundred-fold more attractive 
than they are now. Those parents 
can not ex pect to keep their children 
awa.y from outsido dissipations unless 


wakened up and became blessed and 
buoyant, the ground under their feet 
and the sky over their heads breaking 
forth into music. "Oh." says some 
young man in the house to-day, "1 
should liko that recreation above 
all others, but I 
have 
not tho 


means.'' My dear brother, let us take 
an account of stock. You havo a largo 
estate, if you only realize it. Two 
hands. 
Two feet. 
You will have, 


perhaps, during the next year at least 
SlO for charitable contribution. You 
will have 3,500 cheerful looks, if you 
want to employ them. You will have 
5,000 pleasant 
words if you want 


to speak them. Xow, what an amount 
that is to start with. 


You go out to-morrow morning and 


you see a case of real destitution by 
the wayside. You give him two cents. 
The blind man hears the pennies rat- 
tle in his hat and ho says-. "Thank you. 
sir; God bless yon!" You pass down tho 
street, trying to look indifferent; but 
you feel from the very depth of your 
souls a profound satisfaction that you 
made that man happy.

the curbstone. 


He fails in the attempt. You say: 
"Stand back, my lad; let me try." You 
push it up on the curbstone for him 
and pass on.

to Holp Hit Fellow-Sim. 


A writer in tho New York Observer 


describes the unique plan by which 
John Wananmker, the famous I'hiladcl- 
piiia merchant, proposes to assist his 
fellow-men. 


Kx-l'ostmaster-General and Philan- 


thropist John Wanamaker, has pur- 
chased the old 1'eabody hotel, Ninth 
street, above Spruce, Philadelphia, and 
had it remodeled at a cost of $00,000. It 
is now the Friendly Inn, with accommo- 
dation for about 150 guests. The rooms 
are cozy and bright, some of them with 
one, 
others with two, three, and four 


single beds. Tor a room with only one 
bed, 
lodgers will be charged -i> cents a 


night. 
In a room with one or more 


others the price is 15 cents. Meals will 
be served, table d'hote at ten cents for 
breakfast or supper, and 35 cents for 
dinner. There is a social parlor which 
will be openforg-uestsduring-theafter- 
noon and evening, with magazines and 
newspapers for free use. This is pret- 
tily furnished. There is an employment 
bureau in connection with the inn, no 
charge being made for help rendered 
in procuring work for men. Mr. Wan- 
amaker says that the inn is not a chari- 
ty, nor is it a fountain of religious sym- 
pathy. It does not propose simply to 
nurse a man out of his sprees in the hope

(,'onviviail habits, such as c;ime very 
uem- wrecking the Ohio statesman in 
his youth, are fearfully on the increase. 
The soetitl elubs that are so increasing- 
ly numerous among our young men are 
not conducted on total abstinence prin- 
ciples; quite the opposite. Wine, cigars 
ami cards are veil-nigh universal in 
these clubs, rlmnipugno, claret, punch 
and other alcoholic beveriures nre Been 
more, frequently at weddings, recep- 
tions and other lestivities in prmuc 
houses than they were 11 few years ago. 
At our wntering-pUiee hotels the base- 
ment drinkhig-rooms nro lurgrly pal- 
um'r/.cd A}\- young wen; the billiard 
tables ami the bars are iu close prox- 
imity. Let anyone look into the gilded 
and gorgeous barrooms in New York 
or Brooklyn "» any evening, and the 
swarms of well-dressed young men to 
be seen there would horrify him. The 
shabby and nigged young men are to 
be found in the low groggerit*. by da> 
as well as by night.
